HUNDRED YOUNG MEN and women students and their 
faculty advisers from many the nation’s secondary schools

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MANIFOLD AND SNAPOUT BINDING: 


PAPERS vary tremendously, both 
physical ingredients and general 
makeup. Some general points car- 
bons and papers must always kept 
mind the binder before begins 
new job. But first, word two 
general trade practice concerning the 
use carbons: The job most frequent- 
originates with the printer who then 
sends the printed sheets the binder. 
the order large one, the printer 
may order the carbons himself and 
have them delivered the supplier 
that both carbons and finished printed 
sheets arrive the same time. The 
printer may also have the binder use 
carbon sheets from his own stockpile 
order them from the supplier. 

Before the binder begin new 
job must know not only the physical 
appearance the finished product but 
its working purpose well. Carbons 
have been used most commonly for the 
reproduction pencil wording. There 
has been constantly growing need, 
however, for carbon sets which are 
executed electromatic typewriters, 
pica typewriters, elite 
writers, Noiseless, Addressograph, Na- 
tional Cash Register and other account- 
ing machines. 

good policy have the binder 
the printer make simulated form 
with the chosen carbon which the cus- 
tomer can then try out the machines 
pencil writing that the actual form 
will used on.

Carbon papers designed for marking 
pencils, for example, must release 
their color the copy under the mov- 
ing pressure pencil.

How Has the Paperbound Book 
Affected Your Sales? 

Most publishers reported neither ill 
—nor good effects their sales 
result paperbound competition. 
One university publisher found them 
advantageous, did one general pub- 
lisher. Two found themselves harassed 
competition adult fiction, but not 
other fields, except TV, also 
troublemaker adult fiction. 


What Other Media Have Had 

The Greatest Effect? 

Most publishers appear totally 
unconcerned over the effect compe- 
tition from TV, magazines, radio, etc. 
Few felt that any one all them 
combined was having, had had any 
serious effect book sales. drew 
what little fire was offered, apparent- 
its steady fare mid-evening drama, 
murder, and comedy had affected the 
fiction business very small minority. 


What Are Your Expectations 

New Titles and Reprints the 
Coming Year?

“the chief contemporary impresario fine books” 
the American scene, honored internationally with awards 
ind exhibitions, George Macy, director the Limited Edi- 
Club and the Heritage Club, was last recognized this 
past year with the award the American Institute Graphic 
Arts Medal for distinguished service. This probably the 
first American public official recognition granted man, 
who, however, had already earned his colleagues’ and the 
literary public’s admiration the past two dozen years. The 
citation read part: encourager and sponsor 
artists, designers, printers, paper makers, and 
your many activities which have served force for mutual 
appreciation between American and foreign practitioners 
and collectors all these and other your works mark 
you obvious and notable candidate for the Institute’s 
highest honor.” was appreciation the man’s convic- 
tion and skill sustaining fine bookmaking, and particularly 
his ardor and inventiveness finding and furnishing 
responsive public spite depressions and booms, hot 
wars and cold wars. 

Macy founded the Limited Editions Club April 
1929, with the purpose “to furnish, lovers beautiful 
books, unexcelled editions their favorite works; place 
beautifully printed books the hands book lovers 
commendably low prices; foster America high re- 
gard for the perfection bookmaking; publishing for its 
members twelve books year, illustrated the greatest 
artists and planned the greatest designers. 

The Club sent its first book members just two weeks 
after “the crash.” Membership, only half-filled then, swelled 
rapidly even face such adversity. Thereafter, the 
Club remained oversubscribed, overflowing into waiting 
list. “When people had little money,” Macy observed re- 
cently, “and examined with eagle eyes the ways which 
they disbursed that money, large group discriminating 
people joyfully spent their hard-won funds for these books” 
—which are often available editions low fifty cents. 

Each edition the LEC limited 1,500 copies—a nat- 
ural limit, said Macy, since impressions are made from orig- 
inal materials like wood-blocks, stone-drawn lithographs, etc., 
which, run for more than 1,700 impressions would crack 
and bruise. All 1,500 copies are distributed members 
mail publication date, each copy bearing the member’s 
assigned number. 

“Fat profits” have been realized when members have 
made these books available, just all fields fine arts 
collecting, to. others outside the Club. The demand for 


selection Limited Editions Club books shown above. 
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Alice Wonderland, for instance, has shot its price 
$45, for Ulysses $55. Many titles 
command prices between $20 and $40 
even though each book costs members 
only $12.50. 

Because the Club’s subscription sys- 
tem elinimates retail discounts, sales- 
men’s commissions, and individual ad- 
vertising budgets, much 70% 
the subscriber’s remittance put into 
manufacturing costs, according the 
audits. Under ordinary publishing con- 
ditions, 25% the list price usually allowed for manu- 
facturing expenses books.

How the Limited Editions Club has justified the loyalty 
its members, the honors the world, and the appreciation 
practitioners the book industry best reflected 
sampling the richness and the range Macy’s national 
and international adventures into book production.

Now Available the Artist and the Production Manager
